With Great Enthusiasm Regarding 
North West Prospects—Exiend- 
ing Operations. 


W. Ogil- 
vie arrived from Monteral last week 
and has since been making a trip of 
inspection through Manitoba. Ogilvie 
spoke enthusiastically of the crop 
onditions, and the prospect of pros- 
perity throughout — the country.

Mr, Oliver 
said that he had information direvi 
from the districts affected that the 
newspaper reports weir altogether 
exaggerated, and he had received a 
letter from Dawson dated June 24th, 
which mentioned the safe arrival of 
men who had wintered in the region 
where destitution was said to exist, 
but which made no mention of destitu- 
tion or sickners, 


Calgary, July 19.—-This afternoon 
we arrived at this place and received 
a cordial, hearty welcome and a most 
novel entertainment. It was “Indian 
Day,” and Buffalo Biil is not in it for 
a minute, The exhibition was 
given in the fair grounds for our 
benefit. We had all kinds of indian 
races. There were anywhere from 
10 to 2h in the horse races and at 
least a dozen races, In one race 
suere were 10 squaws. There was 
no side saddle business about it, but 
they rode their horses like our women 
do bicveles—astride the  saddle—and 
they loid on the lash with as much 
Viger as the young bucks. They had 
many other Indian sports. ‘The cow 
boys also gave an exhibition of lass- 
eoing. Steers were turned into a 
eld and the cow boy would throw the 
rope over his head. then throw him 
on his back, dismount and tie the 
hind feet of the steer securely so that 
he was “dead game.” ‘Thiz is not as 
ervel as we Mexican bull fight, but 
it has some features of torture. One 
steer had its leg broken and had to 
be shot, ‘The Indians came in here 
from 50 an? 75 miles around. There 
must have been 1,000 present. We 
also saw some of the famous mounted 
police of Canada that have put to 
shame the soldiers of the United 
States ir handling the red man of the

A USEFUL REPORT. 


For the first time fn the history ot 
the ‘Territories an attempt has been 
made during the year to compile ag- 
ricultural statistics. The result is 
to hand in the annual report of the 
department of agricuiture at Regina. 
The country was divided into 16 crop 
districts and the result of the season's 
threshing of wheat, oats and barley 
foreach was ascertained, 

The estimaced output of wheat for 
the whole of the Territories for the 
year is given at 5,542,178 bushels with 
an average yield of 18.91 bushels per 
acre. Oats 3,040,307 bushels, yield 
28.93 per acre. Barley 440,512 bus- 
hels, yield per acre 26.29 bushels. 

A statement as to what the depart- 
ment has in view in connection with 
the extension of agricultural expert- 
ments throughout, the Territories, 
forms an important feature of the 
report. Reference ig made w the 
proposed initiation of agricultural 
experiment under irrigation in the 
vicinity of Calgary. 

A number of tables and other in- 
formation bearing on tue mevereo- 
logical condiuons during the year 
will be of interest to the farmer. 

The question Of nexious weeds is 
very fully dealt with. Eleven 
inspectors were employed during the 
year and their reports indicate that 
the most troublesome weeds in the 
west generally are the stink weed 
hare's ear mustard, and the tumbling 
mustard. 

Under the head of “gopher ‘testruc- 
tion” reference is made to the bi- 
sulpuide of carbon process, which has 
been successfully used in extermina- 
ting these animals in many of the 
states to the south of the line, It 
is said that 160 to 200 gopher bur- 
rows can be treated at a cost of from 
$2.50 to $4.00 with this chemical, 

The statement presented with re- 
spect to wie dairying industry shows 
a smail increase in volume of business 
over the preceeding year. The total 
numker of patrons during 1896 were 
1,051 and tne gross value of tne pro- 
‘duct $94,040.67, as compared with 
$85,264.15 during ‘the year 1897. 

Reports from the various ranchers 
place the losses in range cattie for 
1898 above those of 1897, while the 
calf crop was generally below that of 
the preceding year. The importa- 
tion of purebred bulls showed a 
healthy increase. The lamb crop 
was a satisfactory one in most locali- 


ties. The average weight per fleece 
of the 1898 wool clip reached 5:84 
pounds, which, while below the lsy7 
clip, compares favorably with the 


average of the world namely 5.59. 
Horses commanded a fair figure dur- 
ing the year and there would appear 
to be good prospects for higher prices 
still in the future, providing breeders 
are in a posiuon to supply a superior 
animal. A few remarks are devoted 
to the question of government  in- 
specuon of stallions. 

The pork industry does not appear 
to be making any particular progress 
in the Territories, chiefly owing te 
low prices caused by competition of 
United Siates feeders. The price of 
live hogs weighed off cars at Wiuni- 
peg during 1898 ranged from 4% to 
5c, at western points the price was 
from 4 % to 5e. 

During the year 3,068 old brands 
were reallotted; 2111 cattle brands and 
$51 horse brands were recorded; 55 
stock inspectors were appointed and 
inspected24,021 head of stock shipped 
cut of the Territories; 2386 hides of 
animals slaughtered for domestic use 
were punched and recorded, 

Forty-five agricultural societies are 
in existence; 42 of those drew grant 
and rendered the statutory returns 
for the year; 22 agricultural shows 
were held. 

Bounties to the extent of $4,253 
were paid on 1307 grey wolves, which 
were destroyed between the 3lst of 
August, 1897 and the end of the year 
1898. 

The statistical statement of the 
work of Territorial hospitels shows 
that the total number of natlen's 
treated during the year was 222¢ 
The total) number cf *eenital days 
reached 45.976 and the number of 
hospital days during which free pati- 
ents were treatcd amounted to 21,564.

But the Canadian Pacific is 
the most uortherly of the Various 
transcontinental railways of North 
America, and, every winter since it 
has been built it has suffered less 
from snow than any other transcon- 
tinentai road, even the most souther- 
ly. While the Northern Pacific, the 
Union Pacific, and the Southern 
Pacific have been blocked with snow 
for days and weeks the Canadian 

acific trains have been running 
merrily cnd regularly. The fact is 
that the Canadian territory is north 
of the heavy snow line. In Manitoba 
there is seldom more than 18 inches 
of snow, and 600 miles south, in the 
neighborhood of St. Paul, six feet is 
not an unusual snow _ fall. There 
will ke no boom among the snow 
shed contractors so far as any new 
Canadian transcontinental railway is 
concerned, 

Canada we venture to remark is a 
‘wonderful country, and one which 
seems to be a deep and dark mystery 
to our esteemed contemporary whose 
home is perhaps a mile or ewo dis- 
tant from this amazing land.
